The people of the United States could 
feel no, grudge rankling in - their 
breasts against the people of Canada, 
of Australia, of New Zealand, of 
South Africa, The German language. 
newspapers try hard. to keep up the 
old, bitter feeling against England, 
but they are not successful: in. mdre 
than a very limited sense, Even the 
Itish in the United ‘States leave the 
venomous anti-British propaganda to 
a small and relative feeble section of 
professional extremists. Nowhere, 1 
helievé, would there be anything like 
enough opposition to prevent the Eng- 
lish speaking peoples from agreeing 
upon some form of federation, if it 
were clear that great practical ad- 
vantage would flow from-it. 

What likelihood is there of the Brit- 
ish Empire and the United States be- 
‘ing forced to decide that federation 
would be mutually advantageous? 
The answer to that question depends 
upon how far absolution is discredited 
et the end of the war. Will there 
still rage, after peacé has been made, 
the strife of principles which has been 
going on everywhere since the idea of

They aré 
still deluded, and so long as this con 
dition prevails so long will it be nec 
essary to keep ‘perpetual watch upon 
absolutism, to isolate those who sup 
{port it, and by every means possible 
to rob it of the opportunity to plunge
